TOKIO,  Aug.  24  (Thurs- 
day) (/P). — Korean  Red  pres- 
sure north  of  Taegu  eased  to- 
day. An  American  officer 
said  the  Communists  ap- 
peared to  be  abandoning 
some  other  sectors  In  order  to 
replace  their  losses  in  the 
“bowling  alley.” 

The  "bowline  alley”  U a straight 
■tretch  between  mountains  13  mllet 
north  of  Taegu.  The  Reda  have 
tnade  repeated  atabi  down  UiU  cor- 
ridor while  aUo  Infiltrating  on  the 
fianka. 

The  Cominunlala  mounted  no  at- 
tack! during  Wedneaday  night 
There  waa  no  reaponae  to  a two-hour 
American  artillery  bombardment 

Indications  that  the  Reds  were 
withdrawing  tn  acme  places  to  above 
reinforcement!  Into  the  "bowling 
alley”  developed  on  the  Wargwan 
sector  13  miles  northwest  of  the  key 
communications  city. 

BEDS  GONE 

Prom  this  pol^t,  Don  Huth,  A.P. 
correspondent,  reported  patrols  of 
the  United  States  1st  Cavalry  Divi- 
sion made  deep  penetrations  Into 
enemy  territory  west  of  the  Naktong 
River  during  the  night.  They  went 
forward  without  drawing  fire.  They 
also  failed  to  find  North  Korean 
units  In  positions  previously  heav- 
ily manned  by  the  Reds. 

Wedneadsy,  In  the  critical  area 
north  of  Taegu,  new  and  as  yet 
unldentlfted  American  units  went 
into  the  line  to  halt  Red  infiltrators 
who  had  penetrated  to  within  eight 
miles  of  thj  supply  centre. 

Should  the  Reds  find  a weak  spot, 
they  could  pour  the  bulk  of  a flve- 
dlvislon.  SO.OOO-man.  striking  force 
through  the  bole. 

NEW  CONCENTRATION 

The  CoRununisU  also  had  bunt 
up  a two-dlvlalon  concentration 
near  Kosong  to  the  south  at  the 
aoiithem  end  of  the  130-mlle-Iong 
battle  perimeter.  But  here,  as  on 
the  other  end  of  the  line  near  the 
Allied-held  east  coast  port  of  Po- 
hang,  the  action  was  subordinated 
by  the  crlUcal  Taegu  fighting. 

Hour-by-hour  tension  mounted  oa 
the  north-central  Tsegu  aector  as 
signs  Increased  that  the  Reds  hoped 
to  crunch  ahead  with  an  all-out 
drive  for  the  key  city. 

Latest  front  dlsTMtches  said  at- 
tempts of  some  1.500  Reds  to  blast 
a hole  In  United  States  defences  by 
striking  from  behind,  were  being 

hurhd  back. 

And  other  reports  told  of  new 
losses  to  CommunlAt  tanks.  At  least 
11  have  been  knocked  out  In  the  last 
four  days.  * 

INFILTRATION 

Tom  Lambert,  A-P.  correspondent, 
estimated  the  Communists  have 
seeped  sufficient  forces  through 
Allied  lines  to  mount  an  attack  In 
regimental  strength  of  about  9M0 
mar.  Air  and  ground  bombardment 
smacked  Into  the  area  where  the 
enemv  roamed  as  the  big  guns  and 
planes  made  segments  of  the  flam- 
ing front  a no-man’s  land. 


VANCOUVER,  Aug.  23  (CP).— Trucks  will  take  to  the 
water  to  deliver  essential  supplies  to  Vancouver  Island  dur- 
ing the  rail  strike,  it  was  repoHcd  today  by  an  official  of  the 
Vancouver  Board  of  Trade. 

A special  order  from  Ottawa, 
effecUve  today,  permits  Vancouver 
trucks  to  lake  supplies  tn  bond 
through  United  Slatos  terntory, 
making  the  scheme  possible. 

This  was  reported  by  BUI  Rundle, 
of  the  board's  customs  and  trans- 
portation liureau 

Here  is  how  it  works;  BuppUea 
are  moved  by  truck  from  Vancouver 
to  Pert  Angeles.  Once  there,  the 
trucks  wUl  be  taken  aboard  the 
feny  Chinook,  and  then  deliver 
their  loads  to  island  points. 

Mr.  Rundle  said  all  commercial 
trucks,  providing  regulations  are 
followed,  are  allowed  to  carry  freight 
In  this  manner. 

Before  leaving  Vancouver,  three 
highway  manifest  forms  must  be 
oompleled  for  each  vehicle. 

One  copy  Is  to  be  given  to  the 
Cansdlan  customs  at  tha  inter- 
national boundary.  Officers  there 
wUI  Inspect  the  shipment  and  aeal 
the  truck’s  doors. 

The  doors  must  not  be  opened 
until  Canadian  customs  st  a Van- 
couver Island  point  removes  the 
seals  and  Inspects  the  shipment.

strike  will  last  "until  the  rail- 
way workers  on  strike  get  a 
fair  and  honest  deal.” 

*Tt  Is  hot  principle  we  are 
fighting  for.”  Mr.  Mosher  said. 
"It  Is  bread  and  butter  and  the 
opportunity  to  rest  and  relax 
and  spend  more  time  with  our 
families.” 

Re  spoke  at  a meeting  of 
members  of  the  two  Canadian 
unions  on  strike,  the  CB-RJ). 
and  the  Canadian  Express 
Employees. 

"If  the  transportation  sys- 
tems are  the  arteries  of  this 
nal^,  and  I agree  that  they 
are,*  then  the  men  and 
women  who  work  on  the  sys- 
tem are  the  blood  and  without 
blood  the  body  dies.”  he  said.

If  present  eondlUona  perstot 

"As  far  as  I’m  concerned.  I’m  out 
of  bustnass  right  now,”  said  a pork 
wholaaaler. 

"I'm  aold  out'^tlNra  no  fraah  meat 
left.”  said  another  wholesaler.  Ha 
■aid  hla  auppUea  of  cooked  and  cured 
meats  would  taat  "a  couple  of  daya.” 

He  said  attempts  to  ship  meat  by 
barge  were  frustrated  when  long- 
shoremen declared  It  "hot."  Meat 
la  usually  shipped  from  Vancouver 
In  the  refrigerator  compartments  of 
ships  now  tied  up  by  the  strike. 

"I  had  a fellow  Up-Island  trying 
to  buy  tome  hogs  this  morning,  but 
ha  couldn’t  find  any.”  a wholesaler 
said. 

Packing  company  agents  art 
roaming  Lower  Mainland  farming 
areas  in  quest  of  beef.  Some  farmers 
are  reported  to  have  boosted  their 
prioea  by  three  to  five  cents  a pound 
in  face  of  the  iharpiy  increased  de- 
mand for  local  meal. 

Even  If  a way  can  be  found  to 
bring  meat  from  Vancouver  to  tha 
Island,  the  outlook  la  dark.  Suiraga 
supplies  there  are  limited.  Meat 
can  be  trucked  from  th«  Interior, 
but  the  major  suppty-Unc  from  tha 
Prmirlas  la  cut  off. 

Thera  la  likely  to  be  a time-lag  in 
bringing  meat  to  tha  market  altar 
the  strike  ends,  a wholesaler  said. 

Retailers'  itorsft  stocks  In  Vic- 
toria are  not  expected  to  last  long. 
Many  dealers  counted  on  a last- 
mlnuta  strike  settlement.

*The  entire  case  had  a "he-who- 
laughs-last-laughs-best"  ring  to  It 
The  odd  case  began  recently  when 
•ome  goods  were  stolen  from  a local 
Ann.  City  detectives  consldeied  the 
theft  an  inside  Job.  The  tnvestlga- 
Uon  waa  going  on  when  Chief  Black- 
stock  received  a mysterloua  parcel  la 
the  rooming  maU. 

SURPRISE  PACKAGE 
Neatly  wrapped,  the  parcel  could 
have  been  any  number  of  a thou- 
sand things  but  what  It  turned  out 
to  be.  On  opening  It.  the  chief 
found  Inside  Ave  small  records.  He 
didn’t  know  If  It  was  a Joke  by  an 
anonymous  prankster  or  whether  the 
records  were  a gift. 

Chief  Blackstock  took  the  records 
home  snd  plsyed  them.  Whst  came 
out  would  have  surprised  any  police 
official.  In  a eteady,  unhesitating 
voice,  a young  ^an  told  the  entire 
story  of  the  theft  and  who  was  re- 
sponsible. He  started  at  tha  begin- 
ning and  told  alL 


Then,  much  more  interested  In 
the  mystery  parcel,  the  chief  went 
Into  conference  with  Deputy  Chief 
Harry  Mercer  and  Det.-Insp.  Charles 
Webb.  Detectives  Pearon  Woodbum 
and  Norman  Bath  were  r vlgned  to 
the  case  snd  did  some  Ant-class  In- 
vestigating before  the  atrange  case 
started  to  make  sense.  , 
NAMP.8  THRFE 

The  record  was  played  several 
times  while  It  was  taken  down  la 
shorthand.  The  recorded  voice 
named  three  persons  reqionslble  for 
the  crime— one  a teen-age  glrL  Pull 
names  of  two  of  them  were  given, 
and  the  first  name  of  the  third. 

Without  giving  away  any  police 
secrets.  It  turned  out  that  the  In- 
former wasnt  so  smart  after  all. 
His  voice  gave  him  away.  After 
Intensive  Investigation.  Detectives 
Woodbum  and  Bath  reported  to 
thetr  superior  officers  they  had 
arrested  the  peraoru  responsible  for 
the  theft 

Were  they  the  three  named  by  the 
Informer? 

No. 

PAGING  THE  SAINT 

They  were  the  Informer  and  a 
friend.  They  had  tried  to  throw  off 
any  suspicion  on  themselves  by 
blaming  three  others,  who  had 
nothing  to  do  with  the  theft,  In  a 
manner  that  would  have  done  credit 
to  the  saint 

Asked  why  he  had  done  It,  the 
Informer— a juvenile  aged  about  15— 
said  he  didn’t  like  the  three  persons. 
He  had  "haled”  them  lor  a long 
time,  be  said. 

The  Informer  and  his  partner  tn 
crime  were  charged  with  the  theft 
and  will  appear  in  JuvenUe  court. 

They  had  fooled  only  themaelvet

The  fact  that  all  three  Canadian 
dedtroyen  have  been  in  action  In  the 
Korean  conflict,  Involving  shore  bom- 
bardmenU  and  several  landing  parties 
under  arms,  should  have  a sobering  effect 
on  everyone  in  this  country.  Other  and  in* 
terzuU  disputes  seem  trifling  by  contrast 
when  men  stand  In  the  place  where  they 
may  give  their  lives  In  service  to  this  coun- 
try. One  would  have  expected  to  hear  that 
the  Canadians  gave  a good  account  of  them- 
selves suid  that,  happily,  has  been  the  case. 
At  the  same  time  this  country  must  be  pre- 
pared for  the  Individual  sacrifices  and  losses 
which  arc  the  inevitable  fortunes  of  war. 

That  situation  Is  one  which  throws  Into 
bold  relief  the  very  sharp  contrast  between 
those  who  are  fighting  for  Canada  over- 
seas and  those  who  seem  to  be  doing  their 
best  to  obstruct  her  at  home.  Industrial 
duelling  such  as  led  to  the  railway  strike 
has  very  small  excuse  in  the  light  of  Can- 


ada’s present  obligations  In  the  world  and 
her  response  to  the  United  Nations  under 
the  threat  of  open  aggression  which  might 
inflame  the  whole  world.  By  contrast  no  one 
in  this  country  has  much  to  complain  over. 
Holding  hands  with  none,  we  believe  that 
A gfincfBl  strike  which,  is  crippling  the 
business  of  the  nation  should  have  no 
place  at  ail  in  the  Canada  of  today. 

Even  as  power  politics— that  twentieth 
century  form  of  bluffing — has  led  the  world 
back  to  the  brink  of  disaster,  so  the  same 
tactics  when  applied  to  Industrial  disputes 
have  not  brought  settlement,  but  only 
widening  areas  of  conflict  and  111  will.  There 
!.•?  very  clearly  a need  for  Parliament  to  re- 
view the  present  situation,  and  to  suggest 
what  remedies  it  can  for  the  protection  of 
the  public  from  the  kind  of  poker-playing 
It  has  been  too  long  subjected  to  on  the 
industrial-labor  front.  Casualty  lists  will 
not  square  with  national  slt-downs  in  any 
department  of  our  civil  life. 


Roconditioning  of  Canadian  Destroyers  Timely 


Decision  by  the  Federal  Government 
to  recondition  and  recommission 
Canadian  destroyers,  minesweepers 
and  other  small  vessels  laid  by  at  the  end  of 
the  war  Is  both  timely  and  wise.  Even 
though  the  cost  of  refitting  some  vessels 
may  amount  to  considerable  sums  of  money, 
there  is  no  quicker  form  of  protection  avail 
able  to  this  country  now.  We  have  taken 
our  turn  In  saying  what  might  have  been 
done  In  the  past,  but  nobody  can  do  any- 
thing with  It  now.  It  is  the  present  that 
counts. 

Although  light  in  heavier  vessels.  Can- 
ada’s naval  force  in  the  late  war  was  a 
contributing  factor  to  the  strength  of  the 
Allies  in  the  Atlantic  and  elsewhere.  Ex- 
cellent work  was  done  on  convoy  routes, 
and  the  experience  gained  there  will  prove 
of  value  now.  Both  men  and  ships  are 


needed,  and  Mr.  Claxton’s  call  for  recruits 
will  be  the  stronger  because  the  Govern- 
ment has  taken  this  visible  step  with  re- 
gard to  the  refitting  of  still  serviceable 
naval  vessels.  The  fleet  air  arm  is  asking 
for  volunteers  who  could  commence  their 
training,  or  re-training,  now. 

This  move,  part  of  the  rearmament  pro- 
gram forced  on  Western  nations  by  the 
breakdown  of  progreM  In  international 
counsels  towards  a stable  and  lasting  peace, 
Is  typical  of  what  Is  taking  place  every- 
where among  the  free  nations  of  the  world. 
In  Its  parts  it  may  seem  small  and  unim- 
portant, but  in  sum  it  can  build  up  a defen- 
sive strength  which  of  Itself  may'  be  one 
of  the  best  guarantees  against  unprovoked 
aggression.  Only  events  will  show  if  such 
precautions  have  been  taken  In  lime  to 
achieve  their  objective. 


They  Come  From  Another  Planet 


That  was  a sharp  riposte  the  British 
delegate.  Sir  Oladwyn  Jebb,  made  In 
the  latest  Security  Council  duel  of 
words,  to  wit:  that  In  1939  Stalin  himself 
subscribed  to  the  remarkable  thesis  that 
France  and  Britain  had  attacked  Hitler’s 
Germany.  The  logical  sequence  to  this  con- 
cept would  be,  of  course,  that  in  turn  Russia 
attacked  Gennanv  when  the  latter  Invaded 
Soviet  territory  In  1941.  rather  than  the 
other  way  round. 

Mr.  Jacob  Malik  would  scarcely  appre- 
ciate logic,  however.  Nothing  can  daunt 
the  brazen  ego  that,  as  Mr.  Warren  Austin 
of  the  United  States  puts  it.  conceals  guilt 
by  accusation.  Logic  exists  only  to  be 
twisted  by  Russia  to  suit  the  facts  chosen  to 
be  cited.  In  the  Security  Council  these 
perversions  have  been  many.  There  Is  al- 


most a sense  of  unreality,  in  fact,  about 
Soviet  spokesmen  at  council  meetings,  as 
though  they  came  from  another  planet  al- 
together. 

It  Is  quite  clear  now  that  In  so  far  a.s 
truth  and  goodwill  are  concerned,  In  effect 
they  do.  Both  by  accident  and  deliberate 
design  their  behaviour  is  such  there  seems 
scarcely  a hope  they  will  ever  cease  to  be 
as  they  stamp  themselves  today.  Mr.  Malik 
came  back  to  the  Security  Council  to  thwart 
its  purpose,  and  for  three  weeks  steadily 
he  has  indulged  in  nothing  but  Insult, 
vituperation  and  plain  untruths.

STOCKHOLM.  — Is  it  possible  to 


what  good  would  tt  do? 

The  answers  to  these  questions 
being  asked  increasingly  of  late  are 
that  It  is  possible  and  that  it  could 
put  a near  end  to  her  war-making 
potential,  at  least  on  any  exletulve 
scale. 

For  the  facta  are  that  the  crashing 
Soviet  weakness  Is  In  machinery  and 
sklUed  mechanics;  that  not  even  the 
Soviet  Union  and  aU  her  satellite 
states  combined  are  economlcaUy  in- 
dependent In  this  respect;  that  short 
of  illegal  transshipments,  which  can 
be  checked,  If  not  totally  baited,  ex- 
port controls  in  the  Western  lands 
producing  machinery  can  throttle  the 
East  In  what  amounts  to  the  lifeblood 
of  any  modem  industrial  nation. 

* t * 

Alrgady  Indicative  of  the  pinch, 
cautious  Soviet  feelers  have  been  put 
out  In  several  West  European  coun- 
tries suggesting  the  possibility  of  com- 
mercial relations  across  the  Iron  Cur- 
tain,  suggesting  that  one  can  do 
business  with  Uncle  Joe — particularly 
if  one  has  machinery  to  sell  and 
skilled  mechanics  to  service  the  ma- 
chinery. 

Added  to  Soviet  Impoverishment  in 
machinery  Is  the  short  life  of  what  is 
produced,  due  to  unskilled  handling. 
And  these  two  factors  lend  support 
to  the  contention,  heard  among  those 
most  qualified  to  speak,  that  Soviet 
Russia’s  machinery  Is  today  almost 
completely  worn  out 

Only  a series  of  shots  In  the  arm 
of  Western  origin  have  kept  the  Red 
plant  going  this  far. 

As  early  as  1928, 1929  and  1930,  suc- 
cessful completion  of  the  first  five- 
year  plan  was  dependent  upon  large 
machinery  imports  from  Germany's 
Ruhr  factories.  That  first  “transfu- 
sion” actually  gave  birth  to  the  mod- 
ern IndustrliJ  setup  of  ihe  Soviets. 

Then  In  the  years  1932  to  1938  there 
was  a continuous  flow  Into  Russia 
from  American  producers,  who  thus 
contributed  primarily  to  the  develop- 
ment of  Soviet  heavy  industry  1r  the 
Urals  and  In  Siberia. 

The  third  major  “shot”  came  dur-' 
Ing  and  soon  after  the  World  War. 
This  was,  first,  the  tremendous  quan- 
tities of  supplies  sent  to  Russia  under 
lend-lease  terms  by  America  and  Brit- 
ain; later  the  reparations  from  Ger- 
many, Austria.  Rumania  and  Hun- 
gary (consisting  almost  always  of  the 


complete  machinery  setup  of  entire 
factories,  dismantled  and  shipped 
bodily  east);  and,  finally,  the  exten- 
sive U N.R  R.A.  asslsUnce,  of  especial- 
ly great  importance  in  keeping  going 
the  labor  force  In  the  Ukraine  and  the 
Donets  Basin. 

What's  more,  Soviet  Russia's  tlx- 
4ay  parUelpaUan  la  the  Far  Eastern 
fighting  m the  World  War  brought 
her  an  estimated  82.000.000.000  worth 
of  Manchurian  Industrial  equipment. 

And  yet  not  all  these  gtganUe  con- 
tributions seem  to  have  boosted  Soviet 
industrial  efficiency  to  any  compara- 
tive degree. 

It  came,  therefore,  as  no  lurprlse— 
when  Russian  Industry  was  again  put 
on  a war  footing  lo  1947  to  supply  the 
Communist  campaigners  In  China— 
to  learn  that  the  Soviet  war  plant 
was  limping.  This  was  reportedly  par- 
ticularly true  of  machine  tools  In 
munitions  factories.  Nearly  worn  out, 
they  were  frequently  breaking  down 
and  seriously  hampering  production. 
'This  led  to  Justified  speculation  that 
any  further  deterioration  such  as 
would  be  brought  on  by  a new  and 
greater  war  effort  might  well  prove 
faUl. 

a * * 

It  Is  no  longer  any  secret  today 
that  the  postwar  five-year  plan  was 
a failure,  for  precisely  this  reason; 
and  that  demand  Is  steadily  Increas- 
ing throughout  the  Soviet  Union  from 
exasperated  factory  managers  for 
new  and  more  machinery  and  skilled 
merhanles. 

Nor  is  It  any  secret  that  deliverlet 
of  Soviet  Industrial  products  promised 
the  satellites  have  not  been  made. 
The  Polish  investment  plan— that  part 
of  Poland's  own  three-year  plan  which 
banked  on  Russian  heavy-industry 
output— was  only  IS  per  cent  fulfilled 
when  It  ended  In  1949. 

It  is  noteworthy  also  that,  although 
Soviet  Russia  Is  banking  anxiously  on 
early  collectivisation  of  agriculture  lo 
the  satellite  states,  this  has  been  car- 
ried out  only  spotUly  because  of  Rus- 
sls's  failure  to  deliver  the  tractors 
necessary  to  this  undertaking. 

Prom  all  the  collected  evidence  It 
can  be  seen  that  the  Soviet  Industrial 
plant  is  In  serious  condition  today. 
And  confirmation  Is  to  be  found,  as 
noted  earlier.  In  the  cautious  Russian 
attempts  to  opeq  trade  channels 
through  the  Iron  Curtain.  It  Is  to  be 
hoped,  however,  that  the  West— rather 
than  seeking  appeasement  through 
satisfactory  trade  relations,  except  In 
soft  good*— will  reaUxe  that  machin- 
ery and  mechanics  are  the  Soviet 
AchUles  heel  and  that  any  trade  whioh 
sent  such  products  to  Russia  would 
merely  strengthen  her  war  potential 
and  concrete  her  war  policy.

Mwt  of  the  ertUrtam  leveled  at  Marty  has  been  based  on  nothing 
more  than  unjuatlhed  personal  dislike  by  arme  fans  for  a man  they 
have  never  even  met  He  has  made  hla  share  of  mistakes  but  he  has 
alao  taken  th*  blame  because  hla  playera  failed  to  make  hi*  strategy 
good  by  thetr  Inability  to  succeufuUy  cu^  out  hi*  orders.  It  shouldn't 
ba  forgoUen  that  strategy  la  not  goex)  because  It  worked  or 

bad  because  It  failed. 

However,  those  who  claim  that  Marty  ha*  been  unable  to  get  the 
pvoat  out  of  hla  playera  are  at  least  partially  correct  Although  report* 
of  dlBsenston  have  been  exaggerated.

-LIKE  WARMED-l’P  CABBAGE- 

"A  warmed-up  diuner  was  never 
worlh  much.**  said  Bolleau.  the 
French  poet  whose  sstlrlcal  ssllles 
enlivened  17th  century  lltersturc 
And  perhaps  his  expression  of  dis- 
gust with  anythUig  repeated  or 
"wsrmed  up.**  widely  translsted  as 
It  was.  msy  hsve  helped  the  meU 
phor.  “warmed-up  cabbage  " on  lu 
wsy  Into  the  popular  usage  It  hss 
enjoyed  lo  English. 

However,  the  Idea  wsa  not  new 
in  nth  century  France.  AU  the  wiy 
beck  to  the  ancient  Greeks  there 
were  words  for  “cabbage  twice 
cooked"  or  “twice  Mrved."  And  U 
is  from  JuvetiaL  in  first  century 
Rome,  thst  this  expression  origin- 
ally came  Into  English.  In  the  cele* 
brsted  ''Satires"  Juvenal  wrote: 

"Uke  warmed-up  cabbage  served 
at  each  repast. 

The  repetiuoo  kills  the  wretch 
at  last.** 

Tile  history  of  the  phrase  brings 
up  another  name  tor  cabbkge.  or 
for  a certain  type  of  cabbage,  that 
is  one  whose  leaves  bwe  not  formed 
the  tight,  compact  head.  This  b 
“oolewort."  which  must  have  been 
more  commonly  known  tn  the  past 
than  It  la  today.  The  earlieet  re- 
corded ellusloo  to  repetition  as 
warmed-up  cabbage,  which  la  by 
the  EUssbethan  poet,  Lyly.  In  bU 
weU  known  *'Euphucs  end  HU  Eng- 
land.** brings  up  the  colewort.  In 
reference  to  something  . . . 

. . Which  I must  omttte,  least 
1 set  before  you.  coiewortes  twice 
sodden."
